To  the  Citizens  of  Toronto: 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education,  I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Annual  Financial  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1924,  which  includes  Balance  Sheet,  Revenue  Account,  and  other  data  with  reference  to  our  local  Educational  affairs. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  are  very  nominal  increases  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  Public  Schools,  but  considerable  increase  has 
been  experienced  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our  Secondary  Schools  during  the  year.  This  is,  undoubtedly,  due  to  the  operation  of  the 
Adolescent  School  Attendance  Act. 

The  figures  have  been  prepared  as  regards  what  it  is  costing  to  educate  our  pupils  in  each  Branch  of  study,  and  I  would  commend 
the  perusal  of  these  statistics  to  the  careful  consideration  of  our  Citizens. 

The  question  as  to  whether  our  curriculum,  particularly  in  the  Public  School  Branch,  is  overloaded  with  subjects  that  might  be 
dispensed  with,  in  the  interests  of  the  children,  is  one  to  which  we  ought  to  give  most  serious  thought.  I  am  happy  to  note  that  the 
Minister  of  Education  for  the  Province  has  taken  this  vital  matter  up  very  seriously,  and  I  am  looking  forward  to  seeing  very  beneficial 
results  from  his  endeavours  to  simplify  the  curriculum,  and,  at  the  same  time,  give  the  children  more  time  to  devote  to  the  more  import¬ 
ant  essentials  in  their  educational  life. 

Every  Citizen  should  be  not  only  interested,  but  anxious,  to  see  that  the  children  of  our  City  are  given  the  very  best  equipment 
in  their  school  life,  either  spiritualty,  intellectually,  morally  or  physically,  that  will  fit  them  to  meet  the  battle  of  life  to  which  they  are 
all  tending. 

It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  our  Board  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Citizens  to  the  very  best  of  our  ability,  and  I  am  sure  the 
Board  as  a  whole  throughout  the  year  1924  has  endeavoured  to  fulfil  their  obligations  in  this  respect. 

As  regards  the  financial  outlook,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Board  concluded  the  year’s  labours  with  a  surplus  to  their  credit, 
as  it  was  our  consistent  policy  to  carry  on  throughout  the  year  as  economically  as  ever  possible  the  projects  we  had  in  hand. 

As  the  City  expands  it  demands  more  and  more  time  on  the  part  of  the  Trustees  to  administer  its  Educational  System,  but  I 
feel  that  the  labours  so  freely  given  by  the  Trustees  throughout  the  year,  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Board’s  policy,  will  be  generally  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Citizens.  If  we  have  been  able  to  do  a  little  towards  the  betterment  of  our  boys  and  girls  as  a  result  of  our  efforts  in 
1924.  I  feel  sure  your  elected  representatives  will  consider  themselves  amply  repaid. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  bespeak  a  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Citizens  generally  in  the  School  affairs  of  our  City,  and  a  careful 
study  of  the  data  included  in  the  Report  appended  herewith,  which  gives  a  very  careful  survey  of  the  labours  of  the  year,  and  which 
will  enable  those  interested  to  form  a  better  idea  of  the  problem  with  which  we  have  had  to  grapple. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity,  after  the  closest  observation  of  one  year  as  Chairman,  and  four  years  on  the  Board,  to 
congratulate  the  Citizens  on  having  such  an  efficient  Administration  Staff.  At  all  times  they  are  working  in  the  Public  interest,  and 
receive  little  Public  commendation. 

I  would  also  like  to  see  encouraged  a  finer  spirit  of  co-operation  and  sympathy  between  the  parents  and  the  teaching  Staff.  The 
Teachers  are,  on  the  whole,  a  hard-working  body  of  people  with  very  great  responsibilities,  and  if  they  had  this  closer  sympathy  a  nobler 
development  for  our  sons  and  daughters  would  undoubtedly  result.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Annual  Financial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1924,  for  your  approval. 

For  the  information  of  your  Board,  I  beg  to  advise  that  the  Balance  Sheet  and  Revenue  Account  submitted,  herewith,  has  been 
duly  audited  and  approved  by  the  City  Auditor,  and  all  the  vouchers  and  records  on  which  same  are  based  have  been  consistently  sub¬ 
mitted  to  him  for  his  verification. 

The  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  for  educational  purposes  in  1924  necessitated  particularly  close  supervision  of  our  financial  affairs’ 
but  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  that  we  were  able  even  in  spite  of  this  reduction  to  close  the  year  with  a  surplus. 

The  various  Departments  of  the  Administration  have  all  co-operated  very  cordially  to  this  end  during  the  year  and  I  feel  satisfied 
that  investigation  would  prove  the  efficient  operation  of  each  section  in  its  own  particular  sphere. 

The  instituting  of  the  system  of  reporting  to  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  financial  aspect  of  each  recommendation  approved 
by  the  various  other  Committees,  as  to  whether  funds  were  available  or  not,  has  undoubtedly  helped  us  very  materially  in  bringing  the 
labours  of  the  year  to  a  successful  issue  as  regards  our  finances. 

The  financial  control  carried  on  also  through  the  appropriation  accounts  has  been  quite  indispensable  and  has  worked  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  throughout  the  year  as  the  results  will  testify. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  very  careful  consideration  of  the  Board  the  data  contained  in  the  Report  I  have  pleasure  in  placing  before 
you,  and  having  it  in  your  hands  to  early  after  the  close'  of  the  year,  will,  without  question,  be  of  great  assistance  in  carrying  out  your 
labours  in  1925  more  efficiently.

The  charts  and  schedules  contained  in  the  following  pages  have  been  compiled  by  the  Chief  Accountant  and  Statistician,  and 
and  show  at  a  glance  where  the  moneys  provided  by  the  Toronto  taxpayers  have  been  spent  per  pupil,  and  what  proportion  each  separate 
function  bears  to  the  whole  cost. 

These  proportions  are  shown  both  in  cash  and  on  a  percentage  basis,  and  give  in  compact  form  the  fluctuations  in  the  costs  of 
educating  pupils  in  Toronto  from  1918  to  1924,  inclusive. 

I  would  like  to  draw  your  particular  attention  to  these  Unit  Costs,  and  for  the  sake  of  simplicity  will  give  exactly  what  the  various 
sections  represent. 

1.  “Gross  Cost  for  Maintenance  Only”- — means  the  total  cost  per  pupil,  including  all  charges,  such  as  salaries,  supplies,  light, 

heat,  administration,  etc.,  but  not  the  charges  for  the  providing  of  School  Sites  and  Buildings. 

2.  “Net  Cost  for  Maintenance  Only”— means  the  figures  of  gross  cost  for  maintenance  only,  quoted  in  Section  No.  1,  after  deduct¬ 

ing  revenue  from  government  grants  and  other  sources. 

3.  “Unit  Cost  for  Capital  Charges”  covers  Sinking  Fund  Charges,  Serial  Debentures  Redemption  Charge  and  Interest  on  Deben¬ 

tures.  These  figures  are  used  to  cover  depreciation  on  the  school  buildings  and  would,  of  course,  provide  a  fund  for 

replacement  when  a  school  building  is  worn  out. 

4.  “Gross  Cost  Covering  All  Charges”- — means  the  summation  of  the  gross  cost  for  maintenance  only,  and  the  Unit  Cost  tor 

Capital  Charges  without  deducting  the  revenue  from  government  grants,  etc. 

5.  “Net  Cost  Covering  All  Charges”- — is  a  summation  of  the  net  cost  for  maintenance  only  and  the  Unit  Cost  for  Capital  Charges 

This  Net  Cost  Covering  All  Charges  is  what  the  taxpayer  of  Toronto  is  to  meet  annually  for  educational  purposes  in 

the  local  taxation. 

It  is  particularly  recommended  that  the  various  expenditures  be  carefully  compared  in  order  that  an  accurate  survey  ot  the 
work  for  the  seven-year  period  may  be  obtained,  and  no  doubt  this  comparison  will  prove  of  material  assistance  in  showing  exactly  what 
is  being  done  in  educational  affairs  here  in  Toronto.

The  chart  on  this  page  shows  how  the 
various  Branches  of  Education  have  increased 
since  1917,  comparing  them  all  on  a  per¬ 
centage  basis. 

The  actual  figures  on  which  this  Chart  is 
based  are  set  out  above. 

The  Expenditures  in  the  year  1917  were 
taken  to  represent  the  zero  mark,  and  the 
relative  increases  will  be  noted  by  the  Chart. 

This  would  denote  that  generally  speaking 
High  School  and  Commercial  Education 
advanced  in  somewhat  similar  ratio,  but 
the  development  of  Industrial  Education 
has  not  continued  as  rapidly  as  the  other 
Branches. 

Canada’s  development,  and  Toronto’s  in 
particular,  in  the  immediate  future,  must 
necessarily  be  on  Industrial  lines. 

Do  the  people  of  Toronto  realize  the 
opportunities  for  Special  Industrial  Training 
offered  by  our  Technical  or  Vocational 
Schools? 

The  experience  of  the  last  few  years,  as 
indicated  by  the  accompanying  Chart, 
shows  that  they  do  not  fully  appreciate  this. 
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To  enable  our  Citizens  to  readily  understand  just  where  the  funds  are  derived  in  order  to  carry  on  our  Educational  System, 
and  in  what  ratio  these  are  provided  by  the  Toronto  Taxpayers,  Grants  from  the  Provincial  Government,  the  Students  themselves 
and  minor  sundry  receipts,  the  diagram  following  has  been  prepared. 

The  total  Revenue  received  from  all  sources  in  1924  was  $8,470,210.  03.

The  Chart  below  sets  out  the 
growth  of  the  City  of  Toronto  as 
regards  its  population  from  1900 
to  1924  inclusive. 

It  also  shows  the  Capital 
Expenditure  Per  Capita,  which 
outlay  is,  of  course,  made  to 
provide  the  necessary  accommo¬ 
dations  as  regards  School  Build¬ 
ings  for  the  housing  of  our  Public 
School  Pupils. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Per 
Capita  Figure  was  generally 
following  the  normal  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  City  until  the  dis¬ 
organization  of  our  Capital 
Programme  occurred  because 
of  the  Great  War.  The  effort  to 
catch  up  on  our  accommoda¬ 
tions  after  the  War  reflects  itself 
in  the  Chart,  and  possibly  we 
might  only  consider  that  we  are 
now  reasonably  approaching  nor¬ 
mal  conditions  again  in  our 
Public  Schools  in  the  providing 
for  the  growth  of  the  City  in 
the  immediate  future. 

In  the  Chart  is  also  included 
the  Registered  Attendance  of 
Pupils  in  the  Public  Schools  in 
December  of  each  year  through¬ 
out  the  period  of  twenty-five 
years  under  review.

Re  UNIT  COST  OF  EDUCATION 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  TORONTO:— 

Following  the  precedent  of  our  Annual  Reports  since  1918,  we  have  the  honour  to  present  a  detailed  report  on  the  Unit  Cost  of  Education  in 
Toronto  for  the  year  1924. 

In  the  preparation  of  a  Report  of  Unit  Costs,  such  as  is  contained  in  the  following  pages,  it  has  been  our  endeavour  to  classify  the  various  expendi¬ 
tures  in  as  intelligent  a  manner  as  possible,  in  order  that  we  might  present  to  the  general  public,  figures  easily  understood,  and  that  the  various  expenses 
might  be  exposed  in  their  truest  ratios,  so  that  our  Citizens  might  readily  find  out  exactly  how,  where,  and  in  what  ratio  the  funds  provided  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes  were  being  expended. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  costs  have  been  divided  into  six  sections,  which  we  might  broadly  outline  as  follows: — 

1.  Principals’  and  Teachers’  Salaries,  and  Pupils’  Supplies,  such  as  Text  Books,  etc.,  for  General  and  Special  Instruc¬ 

tion. 

2.  Cost  of  Keeping  Schools  Open  for  Instruction,  covering  Caretaking  Expenses,  Fuel,  etc. 

3.  Cost  of  Upkeep  of  School  Buildings,  covering  Repairs  to  Buildings,  Furniture,  etc. 

4.  Expenses  of  the  General  Administration,  proportioned  over  each  Branch. 

5.  Capital  Charges,  comprising  Debenture  Interest,  Sinking  Fund  Charges,  etc.  (These  figures  are  used  to  represent 

Depreciation  Charges). 

6.  Moneys  spent  on  Recreation  in  the  various  Institutions. 

The  figures  as  regards  the  “Number  of  Pupils  in  Actual  Attendance”  for  the  calendar  year,  have  been  furnished  by  the  Chief  Inspector’s  Depart' 
ment,  the  Principals  of  the  Collegiate  Institutes  and  High  Schools,  Central  Technical  School  and  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  respectively.  We  are 
assured  that  these  figures  are  as  accurate  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain,  and  our  calculations  are  based  on  this  assumption,  but  we  have  no  means  in  the  Treasury 
Department  of  verifying  the  figures  provided. 

The  figures  showing  the  Unit  Cost  for  the  year  1923  as  regards  the  attendance,  have  been  included  to  make  a  proper  comparison  between  the 
two  years. 

In  the  pages  following  we  might  point  out  also,  that  we  have  included  in  condensed  form  details  of  the  “  Per  Pupil  Cost  ”  worked  out  on  the  “Average 
Registered  Attendance”  basis,  in  addition  to  the  calculations  on  the  “Average  Actual  Attendance ”  basis,  in  connection  with  the  Public  Schools  and  Collegiate 
Institutes. 

This  Report  is,  of  course,  prepared  at  the  close  of  the  year,  but  it  will  be  readily  understood  that  in  estimating  requirements  for  a  future  period,  the 
“Registered  Attendance”  would  be  necessarily  the  correct  unit  for  calculation,  as  the  children  on  the  rolls  are  those  for  whom  provisions  must  be  made,  even 
though  they  may  not  be  present  100  per  cent,  of  the  school  year. 

The  figures  as  regards  the  “Average  Registered  Attendance”  have  been  obtained  from  the  same  source  as  those  of  the  "Average  Actual  Attendance.” 

In  the  Unit  Cost  Statement  it  will  be  found  that  the  figures  representing  the  Gross  Cost  and  the  Net  Cost  for  the  years  1923  and  1924  are  shown  in 
the  schedules. 

On  pages  38  and  39  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  all  income  received  from  sources,  other  than  from  the  citizens  through  the  medium  of  taxation, 
throughout  the  year.  This  income  has  been  deducted  from  the  Gross  Expenditure  in  the  Summary  in  each  of  the  four  sections,  in  order  to  obtain  the  correct 
Net  Costs  to  the  citizens  of  Toronto. 

By  presenting  the  statistics  of  the  Gross  Expenditures  in  this  way,  the  fluctuations  as  regards  the  cost  can  be  carefully  followed,  and  will  no  doubt  be 
of  considerable  assistance  in  showing  the  exact  state  of  affairs  as  regards  the  educational  costs  as  they  existed  in  1924  in  Toronto.

It  will  be  noted  that  we  have  included  the  Debt  Charges  in  the  following  statistics,  in  the  Fifth  Cost  Section,  as  Capital  Charges. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  no  definite  system  in  force  to  take  care  of  Depreciation. 

The  average  term  of  our  debentures  issued  is  approximately  thirty-five  years,  and  while  we  consider  this  as  being  a  very  short  estimate  of  the  life  of 
the  majority  of  our  school  buildings,  we  have  included  the  Sinking  Fund  Charges  and  Serial  Debenture  Redemptions  on  the  buildings  only,  in  the  following 
statement,  to  cover  Depreciation  and  consequent  expense  of  renewal. 

While  this  is  possibly  a  rather  heavier  charge  than  usual,  the  increased  cost  of  erection  would  undoubtedly  offset  the  difference. 

We  might  point  out  that  all  repairs  and  renewals  are  being  written  off  each  year  as  Current  Expense,  but  in  order  that  our  statement  would  set  out 
the  position  of  affairs  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  Sinking  Fund  Charges  and  Serial  Debenture  Redemptions  on  all  our  School  “  Buildings,”  but  excluding  ‘‘Land  ’  ’ 
on  which  they  are  erected,  have  been  included  in  the  Unit  Costs. 

We  have  not  included  the  Capital  Charges  on  the  “Land”  as  the  values  are  appreciating  in  practically  every  instance,  and  the  cost  price  might  be 
considered  a  very  conservative  valuation  on  which  to  carry  the  asset  on  our  books,  without  considering  Depreciation  at  all. 

The  Capital  Charges,  consequently,  have  been  calculated  on  the  ratio  of  the  cost  of  “Buildings”  to  the  total,  which,  of  course,  included  the  cost  of 
Land  and  Buildings,  and  the  “Buildings”  proportion  only  is  included  in  the  following  statement. 

The  question  of  Depreciation  is  one  in  which  there  is  a  great  diversity  of  opinion,  but  while  the  period  of  usefulness  of  a  School  Building  mio-ht  be  varied 
in  the  opinion  of  experts,  still  from  both  a  financial  and  accounting  standpoint,  no  statement  of  costs  would  be  accurate,  to  say  the  least,  if  Depreciation  on 
School  Buildings  were  eliminated  from  the  figures  purporting  to  represent  total  costs.  The  statement  would  be  misleading  and  would  undermine  the  whole 
idea  behind  our  Report,  of  presenting  data  of  what  our  actual  costs  are  now,  and  including  in  these  Costs  wear  and  tear,  which  must  be  provided  for  sooner 
or  later. 

In  order  that  our  statement  may  be  better  understood  as  regards  Depreciation,  we  will  quote  below,  from  figures  contained  in  the  following  pages  the 
Gross  Costs  of  Education  in  the  various  sections,  such  as  Public  Schools,  etc.,  concerning  General  Maintenance  and  Debt  Charges  separately,  for  the  year  i 924

We  are  merely  giving  these  quotations  for  information  purposes,  but  consider  that  from  a  “Cost  of  Education”  standpoint  the  two  sections  of  cost  are 
inseparable. 

The  question  of  “Depreciation,”  however,  is  one  we  must  leave  to  the  consideration  and  judgment  of  the  Board. 

In  the  schedule  herewith,  only  “Actual  Expenditures”  or  “Actual  Liabilities”  are  considered  in  arriving  at  the  “Unit  Cost.” 

We  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  making  the  distribution  of  the  Debt  Charges,  in  the  Fifth  Cost  Section,  between  Sites  and  Buildings  with  the  infor¬ 
mation  in  our  possession,  but  the  figures,  though  subject  to  slight  adjustment  in  the  details,  are  correct  in  the  aggregate. 

No  consideration  whatever  is  given  in  the  statement  to  Assets,  such  as  Old  School  Buildings,  on  which  the  Debentures  may  have  all  been  redeemed-  and 
no  reduction  is  made  whatever  for  interest  which  might  be  considered,  on  Capital  invested,  as  an  item  to  offset  the  various  Debt  Charges.  We  have  no’ data 
available  in  our  Department,  as  to  the  extent  of  these  redemptions. 

The  “Pupils  in  Actual  Attendance”  mean  the  total  attendance  in  the  various  institutions,  for  the  whole  of  the  calendar  year,  all  added  together  and 
divided  by  the  two  hundred  teaching  days  for  the  year,  so  that  the  figures  quoted  denote  an  attendance  of  100  per  cent. 
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The  following  illustration  might  possibly  convey  a  better  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  information  obtainable  from  the  Statement: 

To  find  the  actual  cost  to  the  Citizens  of  Toronto  of  a  pupil  attending  one  of  our  Public  Schools  the  full  two  hundred  teaching  days  of  1924,  and  taking 
the  usual  Public  School  curriculum,  but  not  Evening  Class  Education,  the  cost  would  be  ascertained  (using  the  Sections,  First,  Second,  Third  Cost,  etc.,  as 
titles,  as  previously  explained)  as  follows: —

These  illustrations  might  be  quoted  almost  ad  infinitum,  but  from  this  simple  instance  we  feel  sure  the  correct  idea  will  be  conveyed,  and  that  the  whole 
of  the  data  included  in  the  Statement  will  prove  both  enlightening  and  beneficial,  not  only  to  the  citizens  at  large,  but  to  our  various  Executives  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  their  duties. 

The  figures  have  been  compiled  to  meet  our  local  requirements,  working  on  the  same  basis  as  we  outlined  in  our  First  Annual  Report  of  this  kind  in  1918. 

In  addition  to  the  schedule  giving  the  various  subdivisions  of  the  Cost  of  Education,  it  will  be  noted  that  we  have  added  in  the  following  report  a  chart 
showing  the  proportionate  Costs  of  Education,  in  the  various  Sections  as  previously  explained  for  the  years  1920  to  1924,  where  these  costs  can  be  compared 
in  their  various  fluctuations  quite  easily  for  the  last  four  years. 

Another  chart  has  also  been  added  to  show  the  receipts  for  the  year  for  Educational  purposes,  and  setting  out  in  tabloid  form  the  proportion  of  the  Edu¬ 
cational  Cost  borne  particularly  by  the  taxpayers,  the  assistance  given  us  by  the  Government,  and  the  proportion  paid  by  the  students  concerned. 

A  further  chart  has  been  added  to  this  Report,  which  sets  out  in  their  proper  ratios  the  increase  in  costs  of  education  in  Toronto,  comparing  the  differ¬ 
ent  Branches  of  Education,  viz.,  Public  Schools.  Collegiates,  Vocational  and  Commercial,  for  the  last  seven  years. 

As  remarked  in  our  previous  reports,  we  are  anxious  in  this  Department  to  be  progressive  in  our  ideas,  and  in  the  Administration  of  the  Educational  affairs 
of  the  Board,  and  while  the  figures  contained  in  the  report  herewith  may  be  considered  very  elaborate  in  their  detail,  still  we  believe  that  by  showing  to  our  citizens 
where  and  how  the  moneys  they  are  providing  are  being  expended,  and  pointing  out  each  particular  ratio,  it  will  enable  our  citizens  to  form  a  more  accurate 
perspective  of  the  problem  confronting  us  at  the  present  time,  particularly  as  regards  our  Public  School  matters  here  in  Toronto.

MEMO  re  HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE 

The  actual  attendance  in  the  Day  Classes  of  1,553  means  that  the  equivalent  of  1,553  pupils  attended  the  High  School  of  Com¬ 
merce  Day  Sessions  for  5|  hours  for  the  whole  of  the  200  teaching  days  of  the  calendar  year. 

The  actual  attendance  of  525  pupils  in  the  Evening  Classes  means  that  the  equivalent  of  525  pupils  attended  the  Evening 
Classes  at  every  session,  in  every  period,  for  every  class  connected  with  the  Commercial  Evening  Classes,  either  at  the  Central  or 
at  the  Branch  Schools. 

The  total  Day  Classes  teaching  hours  for  the  year,  i.e.,  200  x  5§  makes  a  total  for  teaching  hours  of  1,100  during  which  48  rooms 
were  used,  making  a  total  of  52,800  teaching  hours. 

The  total  Evening  Class  teaching  hours  (one  evening  session  being  2  hours)  are  made  up  as  follows: — 

47  evenings,  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  combined,  using  38  rooms. 

49  evenings,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  combined,  using  22  rooms. 

25  evenings,  Fridays,  using  5  rooms. 

By  aggregating  these  Evening  Classes,  on  the  room  basis,  we  have  a  total  of  5,978  teaching  hours. 

This  means  that  for  Day  and  Evening  Classes,  i.e.,  52,800+5,978  we  have  a  total  of  58,778  hours  on  a  per  room  basis. 

The  ratio  of  these  two  items  to  the  total  is  approximately  90%  and  10%  respectively,  and  this  proportion  has  been  used  in 
the  division  of  expenses  in  High  School  of  Commerce  Statement  immediately  following  herewith.

SPECIAL  SECTION  re  JARVIS  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE 

This  new  Collegiate  Institute,  which  is  illustrated  in  this  Report,  was  opened  early  in  1924.  The  Building  has  accommodations  for  about  1,250  Pupils. 

The  cost  of  the  Site,  Building  and  Equipment  is  outlined  below,  and  a  statement  is  also  included  covering  the  cost  of  educating  the  Pupils  attending 
this  particular  Collegiate  Institute  in  the  year  1924. 

This  is  the  first  complete  Collegiate  Institute  to  be  built  since  we  inaugurated  the  “Unit  Cost”  statement  in  1918,  and  we  have  prepared  these  figures 
in  order  that  a  comparison  can  more  easily  be  made  with  the  costs  in  other  Branches  of  Education,  such  as  Technical  and  Commercial,  where  the  Schools  have 
been  erected  in  quite  recent  years.

The  serious  difficulty  in  the  publication  of  a  Report  of  this  nature  is  that  there  is  such  a  mass  of  figures  that  the  man  who  wishes  to  get  at 
some  particular  section  quickly  and  not  being  familiar  with  the  Report,  would  possibly  experience  a  little  difficulty  in  his  efforts,  although  it  has  been 
our  desire  to  prepare  the  statistics  as  simply  as  possible. 

To  anticipate  this  need,  we  have  prepared  a  number  of  questions  which  might  readily  be  asked  by  a  citizen  on  various  topics,  and  have  given  also 
the  answers  to  these  questions.  These  statistics  are  all  included  in  the  preceding  pages,  but  to  make  the  Report  more  interesting,  and  also  more  useful, 
these  items  have  been  selected  from  the  general  statistics. 


As  the  Unit  Costs,  etc.,  are  kept  in  sections, 
in  order  not  to  confuse  the  issue. 


such  as  Public  School  Pupils,  etc.,  the  Unit  Costs  are  continued  in  the  details  in  similar  sections,
